A considerable number of the people 
occupying quarters in Beaconsfield Arcade 
received notice yesterday from tho Sanitary 
Board Authoritica to quit within 48 hours. 

This action was considered neceasary by 
the Board in view of tho recent European 
case of plague in Beaconsfield Arcnda, and 
in compliance with it all of the people oc 
cupying living quarters, and good number 
of thoso who had their uflices or places of 
business there, wore on the move this 
morning, Indeed throughout the day 
there was a, continual string of coolies, 
ladon with boxes and other chattela, comt- 
ing from the direction of the Arcado, and 
by the time that wo went to press most of 
the Hats concerned were vacated by their 
occupants. ‘ : 

Tho Arcado has since 1901 had « very 
unenvioble reputation owing to the dis- 
astrous outbreak of plague there in 
that_year, when aight cases ocourred, the
